SHERIDAN KNOWLES’s charming Tragedy of Virgintus was 
represented at this Theatre last night, with the new Comic In- 
terlude called A Soldier’s Courtship, and The Midsummer 
Night’s Dream. We recollect with pleasure that from the very. 
night we witnessed Macready’s début at Covent Garden Theatre, 
in the character of Orestes, we felt convinced that he was an 
actor of genius, and one who could not fail ultimately to win his 
way to the very highest rank in his profession, until, however, 
four years afterwards, when he appeared as the hero of Knowles’s 
Virginius, many clever critics held a different opinion, and 
accused him of indiscreet violence, anfi want of pathos; his per- 
sonation of this part at once convinced the most septical that he 
was a consummate master of his art, and second, at that time, 
only to Kean. To say he acts the part as well now as he did 
then, and with the same thrilling effect upon his audience, is 
praise enough, for even on the first night, so thoroughly had he 
studied the character, that every shade of it was depicted with 
the most intense and vivid skill. He is by no means so;well 
supported now, «s when the Tragedy wes first produced, for then 
we had C. Kemble zs Jcilivs, (and no other actor has ever ap- 
proached him in the part.) Abbott, Appius Claudius, Terry, 
Siccitus Dentatus, end the lovely Miss Foote 2s Virginia ; last 
night Mr. King was the Icilivs, and, though we have seen many 
since C. Kemble played it, Mr. King is decidedly the worst ; he 
acts as if he felt himself incompetent to the tasks thurst upon him, 
and looks like a disappointed discontented man, Miss Phillips, 
though a very clever actress, and by the way her Lady, Mel. 
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ford is one of the best things she has done for a long; time, is too 
posée in her carriage and gestures, and her voice is too deep and 
sepulchral for the youthful unsophisticated Virginia ; with the 
exception of Ellen Tree, however, we know not who could play 
it better.
